Neighb ors and friends are getting together 
out in California. There are no b urning is.sues 
b etween Mexico and the United States as 
President John.son and I’resident Adolfo Lopez

They see a parallel to their own fight for

States. Npw its president meets with dignity 
the president of its neighb or, b ut memories of 
more humiliating times have not b een entirely 
era.sed. 
Mexico ha.s made it clear that friendship 
with the United States does not mean that it 
will follow U.S. policy in regard to Cub a. This 
is not unique to Mexico, as other allies are 
making unmistakab ly clear. 
There is cause for a b it of optimism when 
one refects on Mexican history. In this cen­ 
tury it has gone from |>overty and chaos to 
comparative pros|>enty and a stab le govern­ 
ment.

Certainly no court or any other pub lic 
b ody could b e expected to do a more thor­ 
ough and conscientious job of studying the 
issues in the case, it is difficult, too, to en­ 
vision any solution that would b e more fair 
and less upsetting than that suggested b y the 
Power Review Board. 
The recommended settlement offers Con­ 
sumers District no immediate relief from what 


it claims, with some concurrence b y the Pow­ 
er Board, are excessive charges b y NPPS 
for wholesale power. 
But it does provide sound b asis for over­ 
hauling future contract provisions in a way 
that will recognize most of Consumers’ ob ­ 
jections to the present rate structure. A new 
contract will b e negotiated at the end of 1965. 
It would seem, too, that if actual power- 
supply costs during the present contract pe­ 
riod prove to b e less than those estimated 
b y NPPS in setting its rates, the next con­ 
tract could b e drawn In a way to compensate 
Consumers for any over-charge. 
The great advantage in accepting t h e 
Power Board’s recommendations is that it 
will avoid further turmoil in state power re­ 
lationships at this time while providing the 
groundwork for an improved contract after 
next year.

At a charity fair Miss Montgomery had 
just sat down at the laksa stall to make a 
supper of that "nourishing chowder” when the 
blaring loud-speaker prefix ed its nex t rock 
and roll with, "We dedicate this record to 
Miss Helen Alontgomery .

She reports that she has had several op­ 
portunities to see how other Peace Corps vol­ 
unteers are getting on.

Housing and job s differ widely. ".My tub 
and hot water,” she says, “put me ahead of 
most in comfort. Many teach sub jects they 
have never taught b efore, study long hours 
and have lots of extra-curricular responsib ili­ 
ties.

It all started nine years ago this spring, 
'^he owner of a drive-in theater not far from 
Disneyland stood in the b right California sun­ 
shine listening suspiciously to a stranger from 
Chicago.

The next Sunday there were a few more 
cars. In one was an old rancher who had lifted 
his totally paralyzed wife into their car and 
driven 20 miles to the only kind of service 
she could attend. No one could know then 
that without Warren Gray and his invalid wife, 
Rosie, the design of things to come could not 
have b een accomplished. 
Two years passed; Rob ert Schuller con­ 
ducted two services each Sunday. He kept at 
it b ecause now the idea in his mind had b e­ 
come a vision: a multi-purpose church ^et in 
a spacious, landscaped area with part of the 
congregation 
w o r s h i p i n g in the sanctu­ 
ary while the rest worshipped in their cars. 
.A IG-acre site was found, b ut it was ex­ 
pensive. $19,0(X) down and the b alance over 
15 years. The b oard voted, b y a narrow ma­ 
jority, to take $1,0(X) out of the b ank and open 
a four month escrow, hoping that somehow, in 
the next 120 days, the additional*$18 ,000 could 
b e raised. 


The escrow' was scheduled to close at 4 
p.m. on a Friday. By Wednesday the pastor 
had a total of $16,000. 
"Honey.” his wife said, "call Warren 
Gray.” 
The dime clinked thinly in the pav phone. 
The sick old rancher’s voice sounded weak, 
b ut suddenly it gr e w stronger. “You wait 
right there. Reverend. 
I have some securities 
I can cash in the Santa Ana b ank . . . No, of 
course, I m not too sick! I have to get uo 
sometime!” 
It was 2:30 w'hen the gray -haired rancher, 
walking stiffly and carefully , came Into the 
bank. Ten minutes later, he handed his pastor 
a check for $2,000. All he said was, "We need 
a church for Rosie, y ou know.” 
Six months later, they b roke ground fo r 
the new church. The next day, Rosie Gray 
died.

Since then, there has b een a succession of 
miracles. Up from the orange groves has risen 
a great glass cathedral,” designed b y Rich­ 
ard Neutra, one of .America’s foremost archi­ 
tects. Now, each Sunday, 1.000 people sit in 
the sanctuary, looking out acro.ss green lawns 
where 12 towering fountains, symb olic of the 
1.. .Apostles, leap out of a b lock-long reflection 
pool. 


Bey ond the fountains, in a gardcii-I i k e 
driv e-ln area, another 2,000 people are able to 
worship in their cars. 
As the serv ice begins, the huge sections 
ir 
church slide silently open 
as if the hand of God were pushing aside man- 
made walls to let His spirit in. 
The minister in his pulpit can b e seen b y 
every worshipper inside and outside the great 
b uilding. 
.As Rob ert Schuller says, "When you step 
out of faith and ask the Lord to take over, 
you had b etter b e ready for miracles—b e- 
cau.se miracles are going to happen.”

Portsmouth, N.H. (4V-Air Force Capt. Harold K. Sacane 
has fasted, gone on diets and taken reducing pills but an 
excess two pouryis jeopardize his military career. 
A board of three Air Force 
colonels recommended 
dis­ 
missal of the 221-pound, 11- 
year veteran for being “ de­ 
fective toward his duty to 
maintain a prescribed stand­ 
ard of fitness.” 
The hearing was said to be 
the first of its type involving 
a commissioned officer. 
New weight regulations is­ 
sued last August for Air Force 
officers called for Sacane, a 
6 foot, two inch, 31-year-older, 
to reduce his 2.35 pounds to 
219. His latest reported weight 
is 221—two pounds over the 
prescribed minimum. 
S a c a n e testified at the 
board hearing. He said he 
fasted several times, some­ 
times as long as five days. 
But, he added disconslately, 
one four-day fast took off only 
one and a half pounds. 
Sacane, whose hometown is 
Sunnyside, Pa., called “ ficti­ 
tious and f a l s e ” the claim 
that his attitude was “ defec­ 
tive” on the weight reducing 
matter. 
‘AU Made up’ 
“ As near as I can figure,” 
he said, “ the entire thing was 
made up.” 
The husky bombardier-nav­ 
igator said he is currently un­ 
der the care of a Brookline 
physician in his battle of the 
bulge . . . “ and at my own 
expense.” 
Lt. Col. Jennings O. Larson, 
squadron commander, testi­ 
fied that Sacane was one of 
the best bombadier-navigators 
in the squadron. And Atty. 
Robert A. Shaines of Ports­ 
mouth, civUian counsel for 
Sacane, submitted 20 compli­ 
mentary letters and produced 
15 character witnesses testi­ 
fying to Sacane’s standing. 
A report by Lt. Col. McMan­ 
us, submitted to the board, 
termed Sacane a “ voracious 
eater . . . and had a patho­ 
logical craving for food.” The 
report also charged the cap­ 
tain “ would literaUy hide to 
escape being weighed.” 
Final decision on the board’s 
recommendation wiU be made 
by the Secy, of the Air Force 
foUowing review by Air Force 
headquarters in Washington.

Tra cks to Offer 
La rg est Purses 


By JACK ANDERSEN 
If horsemen racing in Nebraska this 
season insist on their crying antics, at 
least this time it probably will be en- 
route to the bank. 
A survey taken this week by The 
Lincoln Journal revealed that the state’s 
six major tracks will offer a total of 
$2,143,8 00 in purses for the coming sea­ 
son. 
This is up over $18 5,000 over the 1963 
total. 
Tracks annually arrive at these fig­ 
ures from the previous year’s handle. The 
record purse offerings thus substantiate 
the fact that 1963 was Nebraska’s biggest 
racing year in history. 
The big increase comes as might have 
been expected from Ak-Sar-Ben in Qmaha. 
While the minimum remains at $2,500 
the total offered will hit $1,28 4,000 for 42 
dates. 
General manager Tom Brock also not­ 
ed that Ak-Sar-Ben will have two $20,000 
races this season and a $5,000 daily fea­ 
ture. 
It is believed that Ak-Sar-Ben has the 
highest purse distribution in the United 
States based on its attendance. 


The Nebraska Fairgrounds in the Cap­ 
ital City is close on the heels of Ak-Sar- 
Ben with a purse distribution total of 
$225,000, a whopping increase of $52,700. 
Secretary Ed Schultz of the State Fair 
Board noted the big increase was made 
possible by 1963’s record shattering han­ 
dle. 
Lincoln is also one of two tracks in 
the state planning a minimum purse in­ 
crease. 
The Fairgrounds will jump to 
$1200 in 1964 and should be able to at­ 
tract and keep some of the better thor­ 
oughbreds in tMs area. 
As usual, Fonner Park in Grand Is­ 
land will launch Nebraska’s season Apr. 
2 with a minimum purse jump from $900 
to $1,000. 
Columbus, Madison and Atokad in 
South Sioux City will all maintain their 
1963 minimums, but all will offer higher 
totals. 
In addition, Madison will continue its 
popular $25 reward to all entries accord­ 
ing to general manager Morris Moyer. 
With these figures established and the 
fever starting to set in, Nebraska can 
again look forward to a banner year of 
thoroughbred racing.
